FE ERY one of the 2,300,000 4-H Club members in the United 
States pledges his “head to clearer thinking, heart to 
greater loyalty, hands to larger service, health to better living 
for club, community and country The initial “'H"’ of these 
four key words forms the familiar green and white clover em- 
blem proudly displayed by 94,000 clubs in all 50 states and 
Puerto Rico 

Responsibility for 4-H work rests with the Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service of the USDA and the land-grant colleges and 
universities. Additional support comes from the National 4-H 
Service Committee, the National 4-H Foundation, and 400,000 
volunteer leaders. 

Like many other successful ventures, 4-H resulted from a need. 
The need was to find a way to show farmers at the turn of the 
century how to improve crops, livestock and home life. A 
dozen or so farsighted men in different parts of the country got 
the same idea at the same time: Teach the children and they 
will convey their new-found knowledge to the parents.

Care At Calving Time 


Farmers who pay a little extra at- 
tention to their cows at calving ume 
reap worth-while rewards for it. The 
high producing cow in your herd 
should have a six- to eight-week dry 
period after each lactation, says the 
Ohio State University Dairy Depart 
ment. This gives them a chance to re- 
build cheir body reserves. Unless a 
cow has suthcient drying periods, her 
total lifetime production will 
duced, says the University report 

An Ohio State researcher further 
that to protect your herd’s 
health, you should isolate a pregnant 
Return her to the herd only after 
discharge from the reproductive tract 
has ceased. Discharges during calving

How you should feed your Cows at 
calving ume is a debated question 
Ohio researchers say feeding from four 
to 10 pounds daily of the dairy herd 
ration will usually be satisfactory if the 
cow is kept in a slightly laxative 
condition 

Another question frequently asked 
by farmers is whether prepartum milk 
ing (milking before calving) should be 
practiced. Research shows the pre- 
partum milking of large or greatly 
distended udders may delay the time 
when the supporting ligaments be- 
come weakened and thereby permit the 
idder to settle away from the body 
Prepartum milking has one dis 
a ivantage no colostrum is produced 
after caiving 

During the time of calving, the cow 
should not be disturbed or excited 
Assistance may be given if labor fails 
to produce the calf. Only a competent 
person should do this. Removing any 
mucous that may be present in the 
calf's mouth or nostrils is advised by 
the Ohio researcher. 

You should either permit the cow 
to lick her newborn calf or give the 
calf a brisk rubdown to hasten dry- 
ing. To guard against navel ill, dip 
the calf’s navel into an iodine solution 

The placenta or afterbirth should be 
destroyed so other cattle will have no 
contact with it. If the placenta has not 
passed within 12 to 24 hours after 
calving, a properly trained person 
should assist in removing it. 

After calving is completed, the Ohio 
State dairy researcher says to be alert 
for milk fever. Milk fever symptoms 
are; paralysis, the cow's head is turned

to one side and her muzzle points to- 
ward her flank, she seems ul at ease, 
her eyes are dull and her gait may be 
unsteady. The researcher says milk 
fever can be treated by administration 
of a calctum-sugar solution directly 
into the circulatory system 

Congested or “caked” udders are 
due chiefly to an abnormally large 
accumulation of lymph in the udder 
This condition can be remedied 
through frequent bathing of the udder 
with warm water and repeated massag 
ing

Don't Forget Lime 

Ang: you getung top yields trom your 
alfalfa? A University of Maryland 
agronomist points out that yields of 
alfalfa are often reduced because ade 
quate amounts of fertilizer and lime 
are not applied. Fertilizer and lime 
test plots with alfalfa show yields are 
often increased on Maryland farms by 
1.5 to two tons per acre with the use of 
ferulizer and lime 

The best way to determine the 
amount of fertilizer and lime needed 
to grow alfalfa successfully on your 
farm, the agronomist says, is to have 
your soil tested. Your county agent 
can supply you with soil sample 
cartons and information on how to 
have your soil tested 


To show the importance of fertilizer 
and lime in profitable alfalfa produc 
tion, the Maryland Agronomy De 
partment established demonstration 
test plots in a number of counties. 
Fertilizer and lime were applied to the 
plots according to soil test results The 
response has been very good at many 
of the plots 

For example, yields obtained for the 
first two cuttings of alfalfa in one test 
plot this year are as follows: No lime

These results show the importance 
of both lime and fertulizer in profitable 
alfalfa production. The University of 
Maryland agronomist says the extra 
hay from the two cuttings alone paid 
for the cost of ferulizer and lime. He 
also says alfalfa persists much longer 
when properly fertilized and limed 

He suggests established stands of 
alfalfa be topdressed annually with 
fertilizer. The ume of application 
appears to have little effect on the 
rotal yield of alfalfa for the season 
For this reason the ferulizer can be 
applied when most convenient,
